IN TH E SENATE. 
W ashington, 
D ecem ber 
7th.—M orrill 
offered the follow ing resolution : 
A’fsotmt, That the promise of making any re­ 
vision of the tariff in a spirit of fairness to all 
interests, not to injure any domestic industries, 
but to promote their healthy growth, 
that 
any ehange of law must be ut every step re­ 
gardful o f labor and capital involved, anil with­ 
out depriving American labor of the ability lo 
compete successfully with foreign labor, and 
without imposing lower rates of duty than will 
be ample to cover any increased cost of produc­ 
tion which may exist in consequence of a 
higher rate of wages prevailing in this country, 
appears so obviously helpless and impracticable 
that any further attempts at revi.ion by the 
present Congress, iu contravention to the fore­ 
going cardinal declaration, are to be regarded 
as inexpedient and detrimental to the rev ival of 
the trade and Industry of the country. 
H e gave notice th a t h e w ould, day after 
to-m orrow , subm it to th e S enate som e 
rem arks oti the subject. 
Laid over until 
to-m orrow . 
D aw es offered th e follow ing resolution, 
w hich w as also laid over and ordered 
p rin te d : 
isoV-ff T hat the Committee on Finance lie 
hp-inicied to inquire and report as soon as 
practicable what specified reduction can l>c 
made in custom duties aud interuni taxes, 
which will, ia their judgment, reduce the re­ 
ceipts of necessary aud economical expendí 
tures of the Government without impairing the 
prosperity and development of home industries 
or compensation of heme labor. 
On m otion o f H oar, th e Pacific ltnilw ay 
funding bill was m ade th e special order for 
D ecem ber 21st at 2 o’clock, w ith th e sam e 
rights as it has now . 
Ingalls m ade a statem en t as to the w ith ­ 
holding from hom estead entry of th e A t­ 
lantic and Pacific liailroad lands in New 
Mexico, declared forfeited by the A ct of 
Ju ly (1,1880. in tim atin g Lhat th e fault lay 
w ith th e C om m issioner of P ublic Lands, 
w ho seem ed to regard every pre-em ptor as 
a k lep to m an ia', bound on p lu n d er and 
pillage, and he offered a resolution, w hich 
was adopted, directing the Seco tary of the 
In terio r to inform th e S enate w hether such 
lands ha<l been restored to entry, and if 
not, the occasion of delay. 
T he credentials of Senator Cheney, of 
New H am pshire, appointed to fill tem po­ 
rarily th e vacancy caused by the death of 
Senator l ’ike, w ere presented by M r. Blair, 
and the oath o f office adm inistered to Mr. 
Cheney. 
Beck introduced a bill to provide for the 
retirem en t of U nited Stall's legal tender 
and national bank notes of sm all denom i­ 
nations. and for the issue of coin certifi­ 
cates. 
D eferred to the C om m ittee on F i­ 
nance. 
Van W yck introduced a lull to exem pt 
from d u ty im ported sugar and m olasses, 
and also im ported boards, lum ber and tim ­ 
ber. 
Sam e reference. 
B lair gave notice that he w ould to-m or­ 
row ask consideration of a joint resolution 
providing an am endm ent lo th e C onstitu­ 
tion extending th e right of sullrage to 
w om en. 
A m essage w as received from the H ouse, 
announcing th e death on yesterday of Mr.

W a s h in g t o n , D ecem ber Tth.—A fter the 
reading of the journal, hy unanim ous con­ 
sent th e States were called for the in tro ­ 
duction of hills and resolutions, w hen th e 
follow ing were introduced and offered : 
By H erbert of A labam a—R esolution a u ­ 
thorizing th e C om m ittee on R ules, upon 
one day’s notice, to designate tin y m easure 
for the consideration of the H ouse. 
By A dam s o f Illinois—To change the 
law in relation to th e am o u n t o f U nited 
States bonds required to be kept on deposit 
by national banks as security for th eir cir­ 
culating notes. 
[It provides th a t banks 
having a capital of $->00,000 or less shall 
not be required to keep on deposit bonds 
in excets of one-tenth th eir capital stock 
as security for th eir circulation notes, and 
such banks as have on deposit bonds in 
excess of this am o u n t are authorized to 
reduce th eir circulation by the deposit o f 
law ful m oney us provided by taw. provided 
th at the am ount o f such circn'atiD g notes 
shall n o t exceed in the case 90 per cent, o f 
th e par value i 1 th e bonds deposited as 
herein provided ] 
By IV teis o f K ansas —F or the disposal of 
gold or silver coin or bullion as security for 
national bank circulation. 
B y H enderson o f Iow a—F o r the relief of 
th e U nited States S uprem e C ourt and to 
expedite th e dispatch of business in th at 
C ourt: also, requiring investigation and 
legislation com pelling paym ent to th e G en­ 
eral G overnm ent f >r the use of public lands 
bv cattle com panies. 
‘B y H erm ann o f O regon—A -resolution 
cafiing on th e Secretary of W ar for inform a­ 
tion as to th e delay in resum ing opera­ 
tions for the im provem ent o f th e C olum bia 
i river. 
By B arker of New Y ork—To am end the 
oleom argarine bill 
By Cox o f New Y ork—To am end Section 
■51 o f th e Revised Statutes so as to read : 
” W henever a vacancy occurs in either 
H ouse o f Congress by th e death, o r other­ 
wise, o f a n y m em ber or delegate elected or 
appointed thereto after the com m encem ent 
o f th e Congress to w hich he had been 
elected or appointed, th e person elected or 
appointed to fill it shall be com pensated 
and paid lroin th e lim e th a t he is elected 
, to tili sabl vacancy ; provided, th at he shall 
i n o t receive ra y w hile holding any F’ederal 
j office. 
[T his corrects '.he law w hich a u ­ 
! thotizcs tw o salaries, one to Congressm en 
j and an o th er to Jli officer, such as M inister, 
it is en d e!stood th a t Mr. Cox. w ho is, 
un d er th e law . entitled to tw o salaries, in ­ 
tends to com ply w iih th e provisions of tbis 
Act,- even tb iu g h it it is not according to 
law ] 
Reagan o f T exas offered a resolution fix­ 
ing the lt> h ot D ecem ber for th e consider­ 
ation of business reported from the Com ­ 
m ittee on Com m erce. 
T h e com m ittees were then called, b u t no 
reports were subm itted. • 
Bragg o f W isconsin, on behalf of the 
C om m ittee on M ilitary Affairs, called r.p 
for action the S enate bill for tiie relief of 
th e graduates o f th e M ilitary A cadem y. 
A fter som e discussion the bill was passed. 
Mr. Bragg then called up the bill appro­ 
priating $200 990 for th e establishm ent, at 
F o rt Kilev, K as . o f a perm anent school of 
instruction for th e cavalry and lig h t ar­ 
tillen-. and m aking a fu rth er appropriation 
o f $175,000 for barracks and quarters at 
F’ort D. A. Russell, W yo , and F'ort R obin­ 
son. Neb. 
Passed—yeas 138, noes 88. 
T he m orning ho u r having arrived. Mr. 
Caldw ell, o f Tennessee, called up fo rcon- 
siderauon the electoral count bill, w hich 
was th e special continuing order. 
M r. 
H atch, of M issouri, antagonized th e m o­ 
tion w ith an o th er providing for th e con­ 
sideration o f th e bill to enlarge th e pow ers 
and duties o f th e D epartm ent of A gricult­ 
ure. 
T he H ouse, how ever, decided, by a 
vote o f 101 to 27. to consider th e Senate 
electoral count 
bill, w ith the proposed 
H ouse am endm ents. 
Adjourned.

loss o f an arm w ithin six inches of shoulder 
joint, o r leg w ithiii eight inches o f hip 
toint, to $45 ncr m cn th .

th at pensions of all persons now on the 
pension rolls, and all persons hereafter 
granted pensions by special A ct of Con­ 
gress, shall com m ence from the date of 
discharge from th e service of th e U nited 
Slates, provided the «Usability was con­ 
tracted in th e line o f duty in lire service o f 
the U nited Slates.

THE MESSAGE. 


The President’s message is a straight­ 
forward State paper. 
There is neither 
concealment nor am biguity about it. P ar­ 
tisans can have no difficulty whatever in 
understanding precisely the policy he fa­ 
vors for th e country. 
On questions, there­ 
fore, relating in any way to the tariff, or 
touching the silver debate, there is no ne­ 
cessity for any discussion, since he reiter­ 
ates views which he has consistently m ain­ 
tained. These m atters will quite sufficiently 
absorb public attention when they are 
taken up hv Congress. 
Very largely the message is occupied 
with synoptical presentation of the facts 
reported to the Executive by the several 
departments. 
These are exposed clearly, 
and the sum and substance of the most 
im portant will thus l>e more widely dis­ 
seminated among the reading public than 
could be expected if the people were re­ 
ferred to tbe extended departm ent reports. 
However much there may be of division 
of sentim ent upon the means proposed of 
narrow ing the surplus revenue, there \»11 
lie general approval of the presentation of 
the subject to the people as one of fore­ 
most importance. 
H e commends the sug­ 
gestions of the I’ostmaster-General for di­ 
rect service with the A rgentine Republic 
—a need th at is felt keenly by our com­ 
mercial business; for the extension of the 
free-delivery system, and th at there he 
pursued no mistaken policy of economy in 
securing every postal need the interests of 
the people and of trade demand, since 
even postal outlay from which no money 
return to the D epartm ent can lie reasona­ 
bly expected, may prove the very stim u­ 
lant our foreign trade most needs. 
H e speaks a good word for prison reform, 
so far as U nited States prisoners are con­ 
cerned, who are now confined in nearly as 
m any prisons as there are States. 
H e cor­ 
rectly argues th at reformation will be fur­ 
thered, and prison discipline he mademore 
beneficial to the prisoner and (lie interests 
of society, and the government of the Re­ 
public he better conserved by the segre­ 
gation of the prisoners of the United States 
from all other classes, and their subjection 
W uniform discipline. 
The argum ent is strong which he pre­ 
sents—and 
which 
has 
been advanced 
under previous adm inistrations—against 
further recognition of ’the Indian tribes as 
foreign powers, and in favor of bringing 
the Indian under the direct operation of 
the laws, and holding him amenable to the 
responsibilities, as well as entitling him a 
recipient of the benefits of our system, just 
as rapidly as civilizing influences fit him 
for such a condition. 
T his journal has 
long 
held 
that 
there 
should 
he 
legislation tending to the individual rec­ 
ognition of the Indian and the abandon­ 
m ent of tribal distinción in dealings of 
the Government 
with 
the 
rem aining 
aborigines, since they are now so hemmed 
in by civilization th at it is the bight of 
inconsistency to hold them aloof as petty 
nations, rather than treat them as wards 
of the Government to lie fitted into the 
economy of our system by training, educa 
tion, and firm but kindly discipline in the 
industrial arts of peace. 
The recommendations of the D epart­ 
m ent of the Interior are approved, looking 
to better protection of public lands, and 
the more faithful devotion of the same to 
th e interests of actual settlers, as well as 
guarding them from mfltiftipoi iza tion in 
large tracts by few persons. 
The President with some warmth de­ 
fends his course regarding sjiecial pension 
legislation, disclaiming any desire to lim it 
in the least just recognition of meritorious 
service by the defenders, in the field, of 
this great Republic. 
But he insists upon 
justice being done the deserving without 
yielding to the claims and political influ­ 
ences of those who seek for unjust discrim­ 


ination. 
The paym ent of the claims of the Gov­ 
ernm ent against the Pacific Railroads he 
advises should be secured according to a 
policy th at will most certainly assure the 
paym ent of principal and interest, and to 
th at end the suggestions of the Secretary 
of the Interior are approved. 
A tim ely rem iuder is interjected in the 
consideration of th e labor question, th at a 
tolerant spirit should be cultivated by both 
capital and labor, and the antagonism that 
cripples them be avoided, by the cultiva­ 
tion of the true American sentim ent that 
recognizes th e brotherhood and equality of 
A m erican citizenship, and lives to highest 
purpose in loyalty to our institutions. 


T he civil service laws and regulations 
are approved, their necessity and useful­ 
ness defended witli vigor, and their opera­ 
tion cited as the best evidence of their 
wisdom. 
In defense of the system, he de­ 
clares it to he his conviction th at if the 
people of this country ever subm it to the 
banishment of its underlying principle 
from the operation of their Government, 
they will abandon the surest guarantee of 
the safety and success of A m erican institu­ 
tions. 
This positiveness and warm th on 
the part of the President will greatly en­ 
courage the friends of th e reform, and 
ought to stim ulate our loyalty to the sys­ 
tem. 
. 
Generally the message discloses our for­ 
eign relations to be satisfactory. 
The hope 
is expressed—fortified by the statem ent 
th at China will probably meet us half­ 
way—th at there will be a speedy settle­ 
m ent of the vexed Chinese question, by 
which the desirable lim itation upon Chi­ 
nese immigration will be attained. 
The promise Is made »f clear exposition 
at an early day of the position of the Ad­ 
m inistration upon the fisheries question in 
the light of negotiations pending, looking 
to a satisfactory settlem ent. 
The Presi­ 
dent wisely and firmly advises the continu­ 
ance of reciprocal relations w ith the H a­ 
waiian Government, and in so doing meets 
the liest commercial sentim ent and wisest 
thought of the Pacific coast. 
H e recom­ 
mends the extension of the present treaty 
relations, and the retention of the advan­ 
tages they give us, in what he happily 
terms “ this outpost of American com­ 
merce.” 
As was to have been expected 
this recommendation has already met with 
the disfavor and sneers of influences that 
have*n selfish business interest in disrupt­ 
ing a relation so advantageous to the trade 
of the Pacific. 
W e are inclined to think the President 
has given undue im portance to the Cutting 
episode, hut the sentim ent expressed that 
the Government should be extremely jeal­ 
ous of the rights and liberties of Am erican 
citizens ’ abroad, 
will 
be 
applauded. 
N othing gives more of character and dig­ 
nity to a nation, than its boldness and 
firmness in guarding sacredly the persons 
and property and the civ il rights of its 
citizens in foreign lands. 
Upon the subjects of the financial condi­ 
tion of the country, the state of the public 
debt, the extradition and copyright ques­ 
tions, reciprocity w ith Spain and some 
other subjects dwelt upon, it is not neces­ 
sary at this tim e to comment. As a whole, 
the message is a tem perate and dignities! 
document, too long for popular reading, 
probably, but clear and incisive, and leav­ 
ing the country in no doubt concerning the 
policy to which the Chief Executive ad­ 
heres. 


THE STOCK DEAL. 


HOME AND 
ABROAD. 


The crash of failing stock broker con­ 
cerns in San Francisco is the one sound of 
the hour. 
No clear-headed business man 
expected anything less than disastrous col­ 
lapse to follow close upon the heels of the 
stock gambling craze. 
T he “boom” in 
mining stocks began w ithout any good 
business reason w hatever. 
Beyond the 
fact th at in one Comstock mine a new 
working level had been abandoned and an 
old and neglected one reopened, there was 
nothing whatever to w arrant the sudden 
inflation of values. 
The real value of the 
m ining property on the Comstock lode re­ 
mained the same after the boom began as 
before, only the fanciful price, which is no 
value, registered any seeming appreciation 
of worth. 
Yet, knowing this fact, know­ 
ing that there had been no new discoveries, 
no uncovering of ores w arranting the send­ 
ing of the stock of any m ine on the road 
to par value, thousands of people rushed 
in and purchased for a still greater rise. A 
few shrewder or less confident than the 
masses sold while the fever heat prevailed, 
and realized small fortunes. 
But in every 
such case some other and many others suf­ 
fered, or are to sutler by reason of the 
gains of the few. 
In fact the sum of hu­ 
man misery is augmented far beyond any­ 
thing indicated by the mere financial loss. 
For in hundreds of cases the mania to 
reap rewards disproportionate to invest­ 
ment, led to the pouring into the maw of 
the devouring monster of gaming the last 
farthing; to stripping the homo of even 
the necessaries of life in order to procure 
means to lay upon the altar of legalized 
theft. 
For 
it is clear most largely 
the methods employed in stock gaming 
fall nothing short of theft. Take these two 
cases, and let the distinction be pointed 
out if possible, by the most acute logician. 
A is employed by B in the transaction of 
his business as a clerk or cashier. 
W hile 
acting in that capacity, A takes from his 
employer’s vaults sums of money, and con­ 
verts them to his own use. 
The Courts 
decree A to be guilty of embezzlement, 
which is hut another term for larceny, and 
so A is properly put into th e regalia of a 
thief and sent to a State Prison to expiate 
his crime. 
But B employs C to purchase 
for him certain stocks then for sale in the 
m arket at a given price. 
But C, instead; 
retains the nione*-, and when somewhat 
later B calls for his stock, or directs that it 
he sold, ( ’ informs him that he is unable 
to comply, 3nd has suspended payment. 
T hat is to say, he has pocketed the money 
of his client, never having invested a cent 
of it in the certificates of value. 
The case 
is no different where the purchase is made 
upon a margin ; th at is, the client advances 
cash and the broker agrees to use liis. 
credit to purchase a certain num ber of 
shares. 
The stock falling to a point below 
the margin, the broker may pocket w hat­ 
ever he receives of the client, and as much 
more as he can induce him to put up to 
keep his supposed 
m argin good. 
The 
world knows that not in three cases in ten, 
possibly in so few cases as to make it phe­ 
nomenal, is there actual purchase of the 
stock ordered. 
Hence it is th at we see 
statements made of suspension, in which 
the bankrupt firm or broker lists his liabil­ 
ities to his clients at the valuation of the 
stock at the hour of suspension, but his as­ 
sets contain no memoranda of the property 
of the client supposed to be iu the pos 
session of the agent. 
However the Courts 
and the law of the street may construe 
these as “ business ” transactions, they 
never can lie made to stand the test of 
good morals in the court of hum an judg­ 
ment, that demands of the employe or 
agent th at he shall actually purchase and 
hold ready to deliver th at which be has 
undertaken to do.

George, late Labor candidate for Mayor of 
this city, has addressed an open letter to 
Archbishop Corrigan, of the Catholic dio­ 
cese of New York, in reference to the re­ 
cent pastoral letter by the latter, in which 
he took occasion to warn his people against 
the land theories of George. 
Nearly all of 
the letter in reply is devoted to contro- 
versal discussion of George’s well-known 
theories on the question of private owner­ 
ship of land. Aside from that, the most 
significant part of the letter is as follows : 
“ That uart of your pastoral to which I 
refer has been taken by the press as placing 
the Catholic Church iu the attitude of a 
champion of private property iu land, and 
is certainly calculated to create the im pres­ 
sion that the doctrine that all men have 
equal and inalienable rights to use this nat­ 
ural element, is opposed to and condemned 
by the Catholic faith. Since I am not a 
Catholic it m ight seem hardly befitting in 
me to deny your right, as an" Archbishop, 
to clothe your political and economic opin 
ions in the garb ot official religious teach 
in g ; but I may perhaps be perm itted to 
call your attention to the fact that such 
right has been expressly denied by high 
Catholic authority, and to the further fact 
that the very opinions which you officially 
stigmatize 
as 
opposed 
to 
Catholic 
teachings 
are 
openly 
avowed, 
not 
only by Catholic laym en and priests, but 
by prelates of official dignity not inferior 
to your own. 
Perhaps, also, I may be per­ 
m itted to observe that the quotation you 
make from tbe Encyclical of Pope Leo 
X III. in nowise bears out the interpretation 
you put upon it. 
Instead of condemning 
as a dangerous theory tbe doctrine that 
hum an rights to the us'e of land are equal, 
it on the contrary condemns only those who 
assail the right of property which is sanc­ 
tioned by its natural law, and this restric­ 
tion, which excludes land, is still further 
enforced by the Pope’s characterization of 
tbe property of which bespeaks—a charac­ 
terization that ciearly applies only to that 
species of property which is the result of 
hum an exertion.” 


W O R K OF TH E LEAGUE. 


ISiildnes* o f D illon’s a n d O’B rien ’s U tter- 
anees. 
N ew Y o rk , December 8th—a. m.—The 
Tribune's London special says: Two features 
of the Irish situation are thesudden energy 
with which the National League plan of the 
campaign is developingand the alarm which 
Dillon and O’Brien’s proceedings cause 
among the English Liberals. 
O’Brien's ex­ 
cursion to Cork was signalized by a re­ 
m arkable speech, and an open declaration 
of the method by which he means to bring 
the landlords to terms. The most ingenious 
part is perhaps that by which all the costs 
incurred by the tenants in resisting evic­ 
tions are to be paid out of the rents in the 
bands of the trustees. Dillon goes still fur­ 
ther, and threatens vengeance, whenever tbe 
Parnellites come into power,on those bailiffs 
Judges and police who now execute the 
law. This is what startles the English 
Liberals. The Daily News appeals to Dillon 
to withdraw his threats, and urges the 
Nationalist party4o repudiate them . 
“ If 
lie does not, the English Democracy,” says 
this journal, “ will never subscribe to the 
policy of revenge.” 
Archbishop W alsh’s 
complaint about jury-packing has been 
speedily followed by wliat tbe Pall Mall 
Gazelle considers the vindication of the 
Castle authorities.

W orkingm en O rganizing. 
P itts b u rg , December 7th.—The Commer­ 
cial Gazette is authority for the statem ent 
that a National Tariff Association is being 
formed among the workingmen of the 
country. 
By the tim e the Presidential 
election of 1888, it says, thousands of clubs 
will be in existence in tbe North and five 
of the Southern States. 
The organization 
was started in Tennessee. Georgia and 
Alabama. In the coming year organizers 
will be placed in tbe field in Virginia and 
W est Virginia. These are the only Southern 
States in which the fight will be made. 
In 
the North each State w ill be canvassed. In 
Massachusetts au organizer has already 
been appointed, and clubs will be organized 
in everv town and village. State organiza­ 
tions are being placed in other Northern 
States. The organization will in no way 
antagonize the Industrial League of Phila­ 
delphia, or the Protective League of New 
York, while it is to be entirely independent 
of either. 
D ecision In a R a ilro ad Case. 
C hicago. December 7th.—Judge Gresham 
rendered bis decision in the now famous 
W abash Receiver case this afternoon, in 
the suit of the bondholders of 1877 and 
1S79 for the foreclosure on alj lines of the 
W abash system east of the Mississippi 
river, and also Beers’ bill for the foreclo­ 
sure of tbe mortgages on the Chicago di­ 
vision. Gresham gave a lengthy opinion, 
reviewing the whole case from tiie time the

T he F ish eries D uestion.

Doe* K erosene C ause D ip h th eria ? 
D iphtheria has been unusually prevalent 
in Connecticut the past year, and tbe State 
Board of H ealth has been trying to learn 
the reason. 
There has been no general 
epidemic, but the disease lias been en­ 
demic in Stamford, New Canaan, Green­ 
wich, Meriden and some other places. Bnt 
tiie only report that the Board has received 
that has the m erit of any discovery respect­ 
ing this disease has been a verbal and in­ 
formal one trom Meriden, which will be 
amplified with a formal and detailed state­ 
m ent. 
It will be quite likily to attract the 
attention of all physicians. 
There have 
been a good m any cases in Meriden, and 
some of them could not be traced to any of 
the causes—such as uncle-nliness aud filth 
presence—to which the disease is ascribed. 
It was noticed that not a single fatal case 
occurred in the town in any house where 
gas or candles were used. 
In every case 
tbe family in which it appeared were in the 
habit of using kerosene exclusively. In ­ 
quiries made elsewhere showed the same 
results. 
In one case in Meriden the kero­ 
sene lamps were removed and candles sub­ 
stituted for light, and there was immediate 
improvem ent in the patient. 
But by acci­ 
dent a night or two later a kerosene lamp 
was brought into the sick chamber and left 
burning all night. 
The patient next day 
grew worse and died. 
A very careful inquiry based on this dis­ 
covery will be made. 
It may be nothing 
m ore’than a coincidence, but already it has 
been learned that persons stricken with 
diphtheria in the vicinity of kerosene refin­ 
eries rarely recover. 
The State Board of 
H ealth is inclined to the opinion that a 
very Im portant discovery may have been 
made in the a-tiologv of this scourge.— 
Hartford Letter to the New York Sun.

W ard en M cCom b’s R e p o rt to th e P riso n 
D irectors. 
General John McComb, W arden of the 
State Prison at Folsom, in his report to the 
State Board of Prison Directors, says : 
The appropriation for tlie support of tbe 
prisoners for the last fiscal year was made 
on the bas¡3 of the year preceding. Since 
that time, however, the num ber of prison­ 
ers at the close of the fiscal year was by 
133 greater than it was at its commence­ 
m ent. This cause, joined to tbe fact that 
the income from tbe sale of products did 
not equal the am ount estim ated by the 
Legislature, rendered a deficiency inevit­ 
able. 
The money necessary to carry on the 
managem ent of the prison was obtained 
from the National Bank of D. 0 . Mills & 
Co., of Sacramento, at the rate of 7 per 
cent, per annum . To meet this indebted­ 
ness it will be necessary to ask for an appro­ 
priation by the Legislature to cover the 
principal and the interest to May, 1887— 
about $12,900. It will be necessary to 


A SK F O R A N A D D IT IO N A L A P P R O P R IA T IO N 
For the support of the prison for the 
thirty-eighth fiscal year, as it will be im ­ 
possible to meet each m onth's expenses 
with one-twelfth of the sum already appro­ 
priated. 
I estimate the probable deficiency 
at about $1,000 per m onth, m aking $12,000. 
As the m ajority of the prisoners are serv­ 
ing long sentences, and there is no falling 
off in the num ber of commitments, there 
will be a larger population to support dur­ 
ing the next two years, and as there prob­ 
ably will be no revenue from the labor of 
tbe prisoners, sufficient in am ount to m a­ 
terially decrease the expenses, and as tbe 
am ount that may be earned is a m atter of 
great uncertainty, it will require an appro­ 
priation of $120,000 for each of the fiscal 
years—thirty-ninth and fortieth.

ing and shoes for the use of the prisoners.

NO P R IS O N E R S H O U L D B E P E R M IT T E D TO B E 
ID L E , 
Except as a punishm ent. 
It does not re­ 
quire very great ingenuity to invent work 
for prisoners when there is a stone quarry 
on the premises, and I do not anticipate 
any difficulty in keeping all the prisoners 
busily employed. However, in addition to 
the resources named, there is also the pos­ 
sibility that the Natcm a W ater and M in­ 
ing Company, through its successor, the 
Foisom W ater Power Company, will call 
for the labor of the prisoners to aid in the 
completion of the canal, as the decision in 
the Superior Court is adverse to the State. 
If the case should be decided against the 
State in the Supreme Court, the probability 
of a demand for the paym ent of the num ­ 
ber of days’ labor m ust be considered.

An old-time prisoner commended 
m y efforts to establish a sm all farm among 
the rocks surrounding tbe prison, by saying 
that tbe work would produce better results 
than m erely raising a crop—that the re­ 
formation of a crim inal could best be 
accomplished by teaching him how to 
m aintain him self by honest labor, “ and,” 
said this philosopher, “ there is no better 
way of giving that lesson than by showing 
him that with his own hands and a few 
simple tools he can get his living from the 
so il; he does not need to run tbe risk of 
being shunned by those who suspect him 
of being an ex-convict, or to have tbe hu­ 
m iliation of a discharge by his employer 
when the exposure of his history is made, 
for he can go to some spot that is open to 
him for settlement, clear a piece of land, 
and get enough from tbe sale of the wood 
to carry him through till lie can realize on 
the little patch he has planted, and so go 
on, with better prospects for the next year. 
Many a man would do this if he knew 
how. and could command the patience to 
wait, but bere he can sec it demonstrated— 
tbe piece of chaparral that he helped to 
reclaim is now growing a crop of wheat or 
barley/or is hearing grapevines, or is cov­ 
ered w ith vegetables, and he can easily 
reason that the same results will follow his 
efforts when working for himself. Almost 
any prisoner wijl take

And once you get a man fascinated with 
work on a farm, he has partly taken him ­ 
self out of the crim inal class. 
Let him 
discover that he can be bis own employer 
and m ake an honest living, and he will be 
apt to complete his reformation.” 
If no 
other good result should follow the em ­ 
ploym ent of some of the prisoners in the 
occupation of farming, at least they will 
help to diminish the cost of their support. 
I regret to have to announce the demise 
of two officers of the prison during the 
year just closed—Professor Jam es Gauley 
and Captain R. S. Bugg. 
Professor Gauley 
was highly esteemed by officers and prison­ 
ers. and all wbo knew him. 
H e was per­ 
sonally endeared to me by bis many lovely 
traits of character. The gentle disposition 
of Captain Bugg won friends for him on 
all sides. 
Tlie people of the neighboring 
town testified their grief by closing their 
places of business to join the funeral pro­ 
cession. 
In the statistics of the prison population 
will be found several tables which have 
been prepared to meet the questiors thatare 
frequently asked by visitors, aud some­ 
times by officials of other prisons, or by 
representatives of bureaus of statistics.

Its Im p o rta n c e as an E d u c a to r an d as 
B e arin g Upon Im m ig ratio n . 
[S. F. Bulletin, December 7th. 1 
On tbe 13th of the present m onth a great 
Citrus Fair is to be held in Sacramento. 
It 
is held some days earlier than a former one 
at that place, because the oranges are ripe 
and are ready to be gathered, and of course 
are in prim e order for exhibition. 
It is a 
curious fact that oranges grown north of 
the bay of San Francisco ripen from three 
to four weeks earlier than in the southern 
part of the State. A citrus fair on the 13th 
of December would be quite prem ature in 
the country south of the bay of Monterey. 
If anything can be gathered from the pre­ 
dictions of those well up in the business of 
citrus growing, this will be one of the most 
im portant fairs ever held in this State. 
Napa, Sonoma, Solano, Sacramento, Butte, 
San Joaquin and some of the mountain 
counties will be represented at that time. 
One of tfie most im portant results will 
be the turning of attention to the great nat­ 
ural resources of the northern part of the 
State. Now it may be set down with the 
utmost certainty that wherever in the State 
a ciimate is found where the orange and 
lemon come to perfection it is a good cli­ 
mate for settlers. 
In fact, there are no bad 
climates in California. But a climate mild 
enough to bring the orange to perfection 
was lor a long tim e supposed to exist only 
in the southern part of the State. The 
¡•creasing orange crops attracted atten­ 
tion. Invalids who had been to Florida and 
were disappointed, turned 
tbeir atten­ 
tion toward the great counties of Los 
Angeles, San 
Diego 
and 
San Bernar­ 
dino. 
That imm igration continues. 
It 
w ill be a good 
thing 
if it continues 
for years to 
come. 
There is a great 
deal of room in southern California. A 
million of people more would hardly be 
sufficient to turn the unoccupied land into 
fruitful farms. Not a great deal has been 
done as yet in m aking the whole country 
acquainted with the resources of the north­ 
ern counties of the State. 
W hen a citrus 
fair was held last year of only such fruits 
as were gathered in these great counties 
nearly everybody was astonished. 
Jfsucli 
fruits could be grown there, and that, too, 
without any special effort, was it not a fair 
inference that these counties ought to be 
just as attractive to settlers as those further 
south? The real difference appeared to be 
that the resources of one part of tbe State 
bad been thoroughly advertised while ihe 
resources of the other part had not. 
If, then, the Citrus Fair to be held in 
Sacramento next week is m ade the occa­ 
sion of a more extensive publication of re­ 
sources, a great 
point will have been 
gained. W e would not have one im m i­ 
grant less go to southern California, but 
would have some thousands more go to the 
great counties nortli of San Francisco. 
Perhaps citrus-growing will not become a 
leading industry in these counties. That 
may be only an incident. 
If it is a profit­ 
able business there will be no lack of vent­ 
ures in that line. One thing is certain. 
The great fruit region—that is, as to variety 
—will extend northw ard clear up to the 
Oregon line. Citrus fruits will not do well 
in all these counties. 
But for at least four 
degrees north of this city they will come to 
perfect m aturity in all the warm valleys. 
So m uch was demonstrated a year ago. 
Probably a clearer demonstration will be 
made at tbe coming fair. The apple, plum, 
peach, apricot, pear and grape are at home 
in all these northern counties. Not only 
are the first oranges brought to the m arket 
in the early winter, but the first cherries in 
the early spring come from a district 
nearly a hundred miles north of this city. 
Facts like these are worth more than all 
theories. There is no need of speculating 
on probabilities. 
W hen the fruit-grower 
brings in his ripe cherries in April and his 
ripe oranges in December, and not only a 
few samples, but carloads, we have to do 
with facts and not theories. 
There are 
some other facts that ought to be better 
known. Northern California, besides hav­ 
ing one of the best climates in the world, 
is a picturesque country. 
Its mountains, 
hills, valleys, forests, lakes and living 
streams are a source of perpetual enjoy­ 
m ent to all those who care for scenery and 
for the wealth of natural resources. All 
this can fairly be said without abating any 
interest in southern California. The cur­ 
rent of im m igration to that part of the 
State is now so strong that it will take care 
of itself. 
It has been wisely directed. The 
great hotels built and projected, the over­ 
land excursions w itch till these hotels 
with winter guests, are all powerful stim u­ 
lants to imm igration. The railroads also 
have done great things for that part of the 
State. 
W hat would be the result if the same 
concerted effort were made to attract im m i­ 
grants to northern California? It could 
liardly be lees satisfactory. In the new 
impetus given to local railroad building it 
is assumed that every im portant county 
north of San Francisco will be reached by 
railroad, and tiiat every large valley will 
be reached in that way. There are tbe 
great counties of Lake, Mendocino and 
Humboldi. soon to be opened up by rail­ 
roads. 
It is safe for im m igrants to antici­ 
pate these improvements. They are sure 
to b e made. In tbe greater part of the 
great northern district the question of irri­ 
gation is of far less comparative importance 
because there is moisture enough to crow 
all cereal and fruit crops from the winter 
rainfall. One has only to look over the 
rain tables of the last few years to see bow 
well established this proposition has be­ 
come. These, then, are some of the re­ 
sources of this great district now inviting 
population. W ater in abundance, diversi­ 
fied and picturesque scenery, climate, nat­ 
ural resources without stint, and large areas 
of unoccupied land to be had at a moder­ 
ate cost. Sttreiy, if thecitrus-grow ers about 
to be represented in the fair at Sacramento 
m ake a fresh proclamation ot these facts 
they will do a good work for tlie State.

THOSE CHINAWOMEN. 


T h ey D e cid e to R eturn to C hin atow n in 
P re fe r en ce to F ilterin g th e M ission. 
Yesterday at 10:30 a. m. the case of Gout 
You, the Chinawoman arrested for restrain­ 
ing three of her fellow-countrywomen 
of their liberty in a house of prostitution 
in Chinatown, was taken up for examina­ 
tion before United States Commissioner 
Bugbey. Hong Kee, the complaining wit­ 
ness, and Wong Ah Fong testified as to the 
women having been held in slavery. At 
the afternoon session Deputy 1 nited States 
Marshal Culla testified relative to his hav­ 
ing arrested Gout You. and deniedtbat a 
pistol was drawn upon her at the time, as 
had been stated was the case; also as to 
where the three women, alleged to have 
been held as slaves, were found. 
Commissioner Bugbey stated that, to his 
mind, enough evidence had been taken to 
sustain the charge, and he would hold the 
defendant in $3,000 bail to appear before 
the United States Grand Jury. The wit­ 
nesses would be put under $500 bonds each. 
Counsel for the defense, Messrs. Holt and 
West, expressed their desire to introduce 
testimony, especially that of the three 
“ slaves, but the Commissioner declined 
to admit any more evidence, and stated 
that the women had not been brought into 
Court because of the violent conduct of 
the highbinders on the previous day. He 
proposed, however, to allow them to do as 
they pleased as to their future residence 
they would be given tbeir choice of going 
to the San Francisco Christian Mission or 
returning to Chinatown. 
Counsel for Gout You decided that they 
would not give the $3.000 bond for her at 
present, but let her be committed to the 
county jail, and take proceedings tó-dav 
for her release on habeas corpus. Ac­ 
cordingly, she and the two Chinese wit­ 
nesses—Hong Kee and Wong Ah Fong— 
were taken to jail. After they had been 
thus diposed of, Mr. Bugbey had the three 
women brought to his office singly, and 
they were there thoroughly instructed, 
through an interpreter, as to their right to 
do as thev pleased, and to go wherever they 
saw lit. If they desired to go to San Fran­ 
cisco and enter the Mission, where they 
would be well cared for, he would guarantee 
that they reached that institution safel}1 
If thev wanted to return to Chinatown, they 
could’do so. There were no Chinese pres­ 
e n t in 
the 
Commissioner's 
office to 
intimidate 
them : 
but 
they probably 
liad been thoroughly talked to and threat­ 
ened by their owner or owners during the 
time tliat elapsed between Gout You’s ar­ 
rest and the hearing of her case. Certainly 
they had experienced a great change of 
mind since they were taken from Gout 
You's house, for then they seemed desir­ 
ous of going to the Mission and of getting 
away from Sacramento as soon as possi­ 
ble. while yesterday, in response to the 
proposition submitted by the Commis­ 
sioner, they all said they wanted to go 
back to Chinatown, to their husbands, and 
thev were taken there. They did not go 
to the house they were taken from—Gout 
You's—but of course will drift back there 
in a few days, after she is out of jail and 
the affair lias quieted a little. 
This evidence of the terrorism by which 
the poor creatures are controlled foreshad­ 
ows 
the 
termination 
of 
the 
case. 
It will require very little 
more per­ 
suasion to make the women 
go 
into 
Court and testify that they never were re­ 
strained of their liberty, and that Gout 
You was their good friend, at whose house 
they were happy and content. 
During the hearing of the case yesterday 
a large number of Chinamen assembled in 
the vicinity of Commissioner Bugbey’s 
office, and remained about the premises 
until the women had been sent away. To 
prevent any possible trouble, Chief Dillman 
and a number of officers were on hand, 
and about noon they “ rounded up ’ all the 
highbinders and proceeded to search them 
for concealed weapons, but found that only 
one, an individual named Ah Sing, who 
claims to be a stranger in town, was armed. 
He was possessed of a new Remington 
pistol, pocket size, and, when he realized 
what the officers were searching for, be 
tried to escape. Fuiling, he struggled des­ 
perately, and had to be thrown down and 
choked before lie would cease fighting. He 
was subsequently taken to the calaboose. 
The ordinary “ highbinder” is usually 
armed, and probably nearly all of those in 
the crowd yesterday would have been but 
for the action of George Rider, who urged 
the leaders among the Celestials to see to it 
that no one had a weapon, and thus pre­ 
vented the possibility of trouble being 
created by the recklessness of any “tough” 
in the p a r t y . ___________

THE CITRUS FAIR. 


T he H all B eing P re p a re d —P la c e r C ounty 
A lread y on H an d —B rig h t O utlook. 
The work of preparing the large building 
on the north side of J street, between Sec­ 
ond and Third—lately occupied by Hol­ 
man, Stanton & Co. as an agricultural im­ 
plement depot—for service as a hall in 
which to hold the Citrus Fair, was com­ 
menced yesterday, under the direction of 
E. J. Gregory, as superintendent of build­ 
ing, V. J. Gregory acting as foreman of a 
corps of workmen. The elevated platforms 
along the sides of the hall were all care­ 
fully removed, to be replaced after the 
fair is over, and the place was given a 
thorough cleaning. The walls are being 
covered with white cloth, giving them 
a bright and cleanly appearance; the 
windows and skylights will be thoroughly 
looked after; the condition of the roof in­ 
quired into, to see where there are any 
leaks, and arrangements are being made 
for procuring evergreens, flags, etc., in 
great quantity, to decorate the whole inte­ 
rior in a manner that will be fresh and at­ 
tractive. It is intended to have the floor 
covered with sawdust, which will serve as 
carpet to deaden the noise of visitors' foot­ 
steps. 
Placer 
county is already on 
hand, 
through a committee consisting of P. \V. 
Butler, of Penryn, and W. J. Wilson, Sr., 
and A. Mooser, of Newcastle, accompanied 
by J. J. Morrison, Director of the Citrus 
Fair Association for Placer county, and 
who will also accompany the citrus exhibit 
to Chicago. These gentlemen declare that 
Placer county has the fruit that entitles her 
to the first prize, and they propose to ex­ 
hibit 
it 
in 
a 
manner 
that 
will 
convince all beholders that their claim 
is based upon merit. They have been as­ 
signed space at the northern end of the 
hall, including that wall and for thirty feet 
south of it, across the entire building. In 
this space there will be placed a great 
number of tables, which will be loaded 
down with the products of the county, and 
from the description given of their exhibit 
by the energetic committeemen it is evi­ 
dent that it will be one of rare interest. 
Advices from the other counties of Cen­ 
tral California show that the committees 
having their representative exhibits in 
charge are alive to the interests of their 
sections. Hon. M. M. Estee writes to Dr. 
Latham, tinder date of the 6th : “ Napa 
county will want considerable room at 
your fair, and especially to display both 
fruit and wine. I have been selected as 
Chairman of the committee from Napa, 
and shall go up to Sacramento on Monday 
night next, to do all I can to aid tbe dis­ 
play and to aid the cause.” 
Similar information comes from almost 
every direction, and the outlook for a grand 
exhibition is very bright. Dr. Latham re­ 
ceived word yesterday from Felix Gillet 
that a part of Nevada county's display was 
shipped yesterday, and the balance will be 
started to-day. George W. Mead & Co., of 
San Francisco, have written that they will 
probably make an exhibit of raisin’s. It 
should be borne in mind that very fine 
prizes are offered for evaporated and sun- 
dried fruits, and this portion of the exhibi­ 
tion, which is one of -great interest and 
value, must not be overlooked or slighted 
in favor of the golden citrus productions. 


S hocking A ccident. 
About 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon an 
accident,which it is feared may prove fatal, 
occurred to S. P. Milligan, brakenian on 
freight train No. 7, which left this city 
Monday evening for the East. It appears 
that the train was about entering a piece of 
snowshed between 
the 
Summit 
and 
Tntckee, about seven miles west of the 
latter place, and he was walking on top of 
an Eastern refrigerator car ( which is some­ 
what higher than the freight cars of the 
Southern Pacific Company), going toward 
the caboose. Moving with his back to the 
engine, lie did not notice that the train was 
so near the shed. Some one called to him 
to look out, but almost simultaneously one 
of the beams of the shed struck him on the 
back of tbe head, knocking him between 
the freight car and the caboose. The latter 
ran over his left leg at the ankle, grinding 
it to a p u lp ; his scalp was badly cut, 
and the skull, it is feared, fractured': 
the thumb and forefinger of his left hand 
were broken, and he was otherwise in­ 
jured.

The 
injury to his head is of course the most se­ 
rious, as there are indications of compres­ 
sion of the brain. He has been uncon­ 
scious, except for a few minutes at inter­ 
vals, since the accident. Mr. Milligan has

(irajH ’s from Spain. 
We have received from Messrs. Wein- 
stock & Lubin a sample box of Almeria 
grapes, which are imported from the Span­ 
ish coast upon the Mediteranean. These 
are the table grapes with which the prod­ 
uct of the California vines are thrown into 
competition in New York and other Eastern 
markets. 
They are very similar in shape 
to tbe Cornichan variety, but in color arc a 
lighter green. As to quality, it is decidedly 
iuferior to the poorest table grapes grown 
in California, and wherever the products of 
our vines can be laid down in good con­ 
dition, beside the Almeria, tliere will 
virtually be no competition, for no one will 
for an instant tolerate the Spanish grape 
when they can procure those grown in this 
State at anywhere near the same price. 
There is nothing in their flavor to com­ 
mend them ; they are insipid as compared 
to ours, and seem to have but the one de­ 
sirable quality—that of being good ship­ 
pers. 
It is, however, something of a 
novelty to be able to eat grapes upon the 
western shore of the Americant continent 
that are grown in the semi-tropic climate of 
the western shore of the Mediterranean, 
and which, packed in cork dust, came in 
safety over eight thousand miles, and 
through the present extremely low tem­ 
perature of the Eastern States. Had any­ 
one prophesied, forty years ago, that fresh 
fruit would be carried in good condition a 
third of the way around the globe, he 
would have been pronounced a crank—if 
that term had then been in use.

A great snow-storm prevailed throughout 
the East on Monday.

It is believed that the bogus Patti agent 
has been captured in Mexico. 
Mrs. Ann Peek, aged 90 years, was burned 
to death in Baltimore yesterday. 
Janies A. Wales, a celebrated cartoonist, 
died suddenly in New York on Monday. 
Several vessels were wrecked yesterday 
on the A tlantic coast, and m any sailors lest 
their lives. 
The President was so m uch improved in 
health yesterday as to be able to attend the 
Cabinet meeting. 
The President’s message is said to be a 
disappointm ent to a large portion of the 
Democratic party. 
The father 
of Charles Snodgrass, of 
Cynthia, Ky., fell dead when he learned 
his son had committed suicide. 
Amas Culpat. a farmer living three miles 
from Lower Ranchería, Am ador county, 
committed suicide on Monday by shooting 
himself. 
An Ottawa widower of eight days has 
agreed to tuarry his wife's nurse if she will 
not press her claim for $15 for services 
rendered. 
Ann W alnoyers, of Philadelphia, lately 
deceased, has left $70,000 with which to 
erect an infirm ary for sick and disabled 
dum b animals. 
The m ining stock excitem ent continues 
strong in New York. Sutro Tunnel seems 
to be the center of attraction, the price of 
which has advanced to Gl cents. 
O'Donovan Itossa denies that he has 
formed an alliance w ith the Fenians of 
Philadelphia, but says lie is a m ember of 
the United Irishm en of that city. 
The Porte has issued a circular to the 
powers to the effect that the Sultan assents 
to the candidacy of Prince Nicholas of 
Mingrelia for the Bulgarian throne. 
United States Senator Jones, of Florida, 
who is enamored of 
Miss Palms, the 
wealthy Detroit girl, refuses to leave that 
city and intends rem aining there perm a­ 
nently. 
Ninety prisoners, confined in the jail at 
Santiago, Chile, attempted to pass the guard 
and escape. The guard fired upon them , 
wounding two, who have since died. 
Fif­ 
teen escaped. 
In the betting case of Congressman Scott 
against Appleby it Johnson, the A rbitra­ 
tion Committee decided that Scott was not 
responsible for bets made by his trainer, 
Byron McClelland. 
The exam ination of Charles Cohen, for 
the killing of Charles Spencer, was con­ 
cluded at Prescott, A. T„ on Monday, and 
resulted in the discharge of Cohen on the 
ground of self-defense. 
A prom inent Turkish official, opposed to 
the Sultan’s pro-Russian policy, declares 
that the Porte fears a crisis at any- m oment 
in Bulgaria, leading inevitably to Russian 
intervention and a European war in the 
spring. 
The bull-light in Paso del Norte has been 
going on for a couple of days and nearly 
2 000 people are in attendance, half of them 
being Americans. 
The performance is a 
thrilling one, modeled after the ancient 
Spanish bull-fights. 
H . Best yickson, a youth of 20, whose 
family is one of the most wealthy and aris­ 
tocratic in Buffalo, ended his life on Mon­ 
day by taking poison. 
He had been dissi­ 
pated for two years and lor some weeks 
had not been seen by his people. 
During an altercation on Monday be­ 
tween John Sm itheron, an ex-convict, and 
John E. Hosking, at Forest H ill, Placer 
county, the former stabbed Hosking w ith a 
penknife under the left ribs, causing a dan­ 
gerous wound, and then fled the town. 
Peter Hicks, a blacksm ith and old resi­ 
dent of Napa, attempted suicide on Sunday 
m orning by cutting his throat. 
H e cut 
several ugly gashes, but did not sever the 
windpipe or jugular. Lack of work, family 
troubles and excessive drinking were the 
causes he assigned, and he expressed his 
regret at the failure of his attempt. H e has 
a family residing in San Francisco.
